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1. (currently amended) A system for genetadng a play list of multimedia titles, comprising: 
at least one database; 

at least one digital processor accessing the database and configured for conmiunkating with 
a client device over a network* the processor executing logic including: 

fliccessing at least one databaise containing data representing heterogenous multimedia content; 
generating at least one search vector by: 

accessing at least one database cotitaitiing data selected ftom the group including tfiifd 
puit;^ marketing dato^ demographic data representative of at least one of: gender, aee. income 
range, marital status : and 

receiving a search command ftom a consumer; and 
using the search vector, generating a playlist and associating the playlist with the consumer, 
such that the consumer can access the playlist over the networic 

2. (original) The system of Claim I, wherein the playlist is not q)ecific to a particular client device.

4. (original) Hie system of CSaim 1, wherein the playlist is stored c»i the tietwork, such that the 
consumer can share the playlist with other users on the network 
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5. (currently amended) Th e s ystem of Claim L A system for goierating a plavlist of multimedia titlas, 
comprising: 

at least one database: 

at least one digital proc^sor accessing the database and corafigured for communicating with 
a client device over a network, the processor executing logic including; 

accessing at least one, database containing data representing hetemgenous multimedia coateat: 

generating at least one search vector bv undemking at least one of: 

accessing, at least one database rnntnini ng data selected from the group_conststiilg of 

diird party marketing data> demographic data> consumer profile data, and consumer search 

history data: and 

receiving a search command from a consomcr;_and 

using the search vector, generating a playlist and associating the playlist with the consumer- 
such that j hf- rjmgiiTTi er can access the oiavlist over thn nRtwnrk^ wherein the logic comprises allowing 
a user to select a tide firom die playlist and if metadata associated with the tide indicates a billable 
event, billing the user for downloading content associated with the tide. 

6. (original) The system of Claim 5, wherein fhe logic comprises recording billing of the consumer 
in a database communicating with the network. 
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7. (original) TTic system of Claim I , wheiein the logic comprises generating the search vector based 
on a search command received fvom the consumer, the search vector being stored in at least one database on 
the network. 

8. (original) A method for geneiatitig a multimedia playlist for display thereof to a consumer 
operating a client device communicating with a network, comprising: 

accessfaig profile data associated with the consumer; 
accessing historical search and purchasing data; 

retrieving historical search and putdiasing data based on the profile data associated with the 

user; 

using retrieved historical search and purchasing data, searching for multimedia content, the 
multimedia content not being constrained to be homogenous; and 
generating a playlist based on the searching act 

9. (original) The method of Claim 8, comprising presenting the playlist to the consumer using a 
client device communicating with the network without constraining the client device to be a particular single 
type of device. 

10. (original) The method of Claim 8, further comprising generating a playlist using a consumer 
search command. 
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11. (otigituil) The method of Claim 10, wherein die playlist is stored in a database on the oetwork. 

12. (original) The method of Claim wherein the playlist is stored on the network^ siich that Che 
conaimer can ^are the playlist with other users on die network, 

13. (original) The method of Claim 8, comprising allowing a user to select a title from the playlist 
and if metadata associated with the title indicates a billable event, UUing the user for downloading content 
associated widi die tide. 



14. (original) Hie method of Claim 13, comprising recording billing of the consumer in a database 
communicating widi the network 



13. (original) Hie method of Claim 8, comprising generating a search vector based on a search 
command received from the consumer, the search vector being stored in at least one database on the network.
